In a telegram to The Constitution 
last night, William Jennings Bryan de- 
clared that while he would be pleased 
to make a tariff speech in Atlanta 
some time in November or December 
he considers a debate objectionable. 

Senator Joseph W. Bailey, of Texas, 
with whom it was proposed that Mr. 
Bryan should debate the free raw ma- 
terial question, had declared himself 
willing to meet Mr. Bryan in Atlanta, 
but said he would not urge Mr. Bryan 
to meet him. 

It now appears that the proposed 
joint debate which was to be heid in 
the Auditorium-Armory ‘ under’ the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League of Fulton county, is off, 
but it may be that Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Bailey will be invited to come to At- 
lanta on different dates and discuss 
this interesting phase of the tariff 
question. 

Mr. Bryan's Telegram. 

Mr. Bryar’s telegram to The Con- 
stitution was as follows: 

“Lincoln, Neb., September 29, 1909— 
The Constitution, Atlanta, Ga: En- 
gagements already made occupy my 
time until November, but I shall be 
pleased to make a tariff®P speech in At- 
lanta some time during November or 
December. I consider a debate ob- 
jectionable, however, for reasons 
which ] will communicate by letter. 

“WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN.” 

Senator Bailey’s Position. 

Senator Bailey’s position was ¢x- 
plained in the following telegram sent 
from Gainesville, Texas, to the Young 
Men's Democratic League of Fulton 
ccunty: 

“J authorized my friends at El Paso 
to arrange a joint discussion between 
Mr. Bryan and myself, and they under- 
took to do so, but he objected on the 
ground that it would militate against 
democratic success in the next con- 
gressional election. In view of that 
statement by him I am not willing to 
put myself in the position of urging 
him te do what he thinks would be 
against the interest of the party, but 
if he should change his mind about 
the matter and consent to the arrange- 
ment you propose it would please me 
very much to debate the question of 
free raw material with him at Atlanta 
whenever it may suit his conven- 
lence.” 

A telegram to The Constitution states 
that Senator Bailey forwarded a similar 
telegram direct to Mr. Bryan at Lin-

sufficient by leaving out one coagu- 
lating basin and making one of the 
filters half the size originally intended. 
ym There will be absolutely no change 

whatever in the proposed water 
mains as first given in the ordinance. 
Other issues Reduced. 

The hospital issue was reduced from 
$250,000 to $100,000, and it is believed 
that amount will be ample to build 
a new hospital which wil answer the 
city’s needs for geveral years to come. 

The $100,000 issue for crematories 
Was reduced from $100,000 to $50,000 

The issue for schools was cut down 

$165,000. In making up a new sheet 

bq to show how and where this money 
will be expended, the subcommittee on 
schools will still build all the schoo! 
houses as at first proposed. The cost 
of some of the buildings will be re-/| 
‘duced so as to bring the total down 
to $600,000. 

The campaign for city bonds will be 
started just as soon as the general 
council adopts the election ordinances 
next Monday.

“If Georgia Tech were a easter we

With an enrollment of 557 students, 
the authorities of the Georgia School 
of Technology find themselves unable 


to take care of another, and are forced 
to declare that for the present no more 
need apply. This applies alike to dor- 
mitory students and those from At- 
lanta and surrounding peints who do 
not have to live at the school. 

The excellent reputation which the 
Georgia Tech has built up has simply 
swamped it with students, and unless 
| the legislature next year provides ad- 
ditional facilities many young Geor- 
gians will be denied the opportunities 
offered by the school. 

There are now 139 students in the 
night school, which is also a high 
water mark. President Matheson an- 
ncunces that there is room for fifty 
more student in this department. This 
school is doing a great work, but it is 
impossibie for students to take in it 
the regular course.

hardly broken. He spent the night on 
Governor's island, and at 7 o'clock 
rose, but only for a brief flight. 

Two hours later, Wright made his 
first ascent, encircling Governor's 
island and remaining in the air for 
seven minutes. After an hour’s rest, 
Wright again went aloft, this time 
remaining in the air for six minutes 
and thirty seconds, attaining a sneed 
estimated at 60 miles an hour, and 
with a glorious sweep out over the 
bay, passing entirely around the great 
emblem of Liberty on Bedloe’s island, 
to the northwest. 

Thousands of Spectators. 

Not content with these spectacular 
feats, Wright made a third flight at 
5:20 o’clock this afternoon, before a 
crowd of 20,000 persons, who, by that 
time, had assembled on the island, at- 
tfacted by the news of his earlier as- 
cents. Yachts, excursion boats and vari- 


‘ ous craft had gathred on both sides of 


the fill, which is being used as the avia- 


tion field, and they tooted their whis- 


tles noisily as the machine rose from 
the ground for the last flight of the 
day. He did not attempt to fly over 
the water, nor did he go to any great 
height, but executed two complete cir- 
cles in the air, then made an excellent 
lending, while the crowd, including his 
rival, Curtiss, commented on the ease 
with which he manipulated his craft. 

In all three of his flights today, the 
Wright machine showed greater speed 
than that of Curtiss, but the Curtiss 
flier seemed to keep its equilibrium 
better, and remained on an even keel. 
Wright, in fact. met with one slight 
mishap in his first flight when a wing 
tip struck the ground on landing and 
considerably jarred his machine. 

The Dirigible Race. 

The start of the dirigible race to Al- 
bany was rather a fiasco, but it is an- 
nounced that the balloons will be made 
ready for another attempt at the first’ 
opportunity. 

Tomlinson was the first to start on 
the trip, which he hoped he would end 
at Albany. Surrounded by a great 
cheering crowd, he got away at 11:36, 
and headed north on the easterly side 
of the Hudson. Baldwin erose at 11:52, 
shot out directly over the middle of the 
Hudson and began traveling toward 
the state capital. In @ few moments 
he was lost to view in the slight mist 
which hung over the river, but in. his 
élevated seat he was being bothered 
by cross-air currents. A puff of wind 
snapped one of his rudder ropes, and 


‘Ihe was forced to begin his descension 


to the water, 250 feet off the Jersey 
shore, opposite One Hundred and Nine- 
tieth street. 

The balloon came down easily, Cap- 
tain Baldwin threw out drag nets and 
sailors from the battleships Rhode Is- 
land, New Jersey and North Carolina, 
who saw his flight, swarmed to his 
rescue in launches. They seized the 
drag nets and managed to hold up the 
balloon so that only the motor was wet.

THE HALF MOON AND CLERMONT 
SAIL UP THE HUDSON RIVER 

New York. September 29.—The 
imagery and sentiment of the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration left New York to- 
day when the Half Moon and the Cler- 
mont sailed up the Hudson to carry 
inspiration to the cities and towns 
which now begin their part in the cen- 
tennial. In New York city the celebra- 
tion will practically conclude _ this 
week, but along the route taken by 
the reproductions of Hudson’s and Ful- 
ton’s famous craft it will continue a 
week longer. 

The Half Moon and the Clermont 
moved slowly under their own power 
when possible, but accompanied by an 
esoort of tugs, motor boats and United 
States warships. 

The battleships and cruisers could 
not make the trip up-river on account 
of their deep draught, but the torpedo 
boats, submarines and one cruiser, 
drawing not more than 22 feet, steamed 
up the Hudson and to participate in 
the celebration at local pointe. 

The first stop of the Clermont and 
Half Moon on their trip up the river 
was Yonkers and the next Tarrytown. 
The fleet is due early tomorrow morn- 
ing at Ossinig. 

The sail up the river will be resumed 
Friday, which is the day of the great 
river parade. On that day a fleet of 
twelve United States torpedo boats, 
four submarine and a small cruiser 
with six squadrons of river craft and 
revenue cutters will steam up to New- 
burgh, where they will meet another 
fleet coming down the river from Al- 
bany. The Half Moon and the Cler- 
mont will leave Peekskill that morn- 
ing and join the northbound fleet at 
Newburgh. From Newburgh the two 
little vessels will proceed up the river 
until Troy is reached on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 9. |

Bondholder Files Objection to 
le of Receivership Prop- 
erty Norfolk & Southern. 


Norfolk, Va., September 29.—Fer- 
gus Reid, $100,000 bond and, security 
holder in the Norfolk and Southern 
railway, today presented his petition 
in the federal court here objecting to 
immediate sale of that receivership 
property for which majority interests 
represented by Marsden Perry, Oak- 
leigh Thorne, Thomas L. Chadborne 
and other New York associates will 
on October 1 petition Federal Judge 
Waeaddill, through a bill for foreclosure 
fffed by the Trust Company of America, 
trustee, in the Norfolk and Southern’s 
first refunding bond issue of $26,- 
000,000. 

The Reid petition makes many alle- 
agations, among them being charges 
that those in control of the Norfolk 
and Southern ‘railway have‘ also been 
in control of the Trust Company of 
America; that illegal commissions and 
exorbitant interest were charged and 
received in financing the consolidated 
Norfolk and Southern by persons 
mentioned in the bill; that the books 
and records of the railway and its 
constituent companies, particularly the 
minutes of the old Norfolk and South- 
ern Railroad Company are not now in 
the possession of the receivers to 
whom they should have been delivered 
by court order, and that the receivers 
do not know the present whereabouts 
of these books, which, it is charged, 
have an all-important bearing on the 
litigation; that after being directed

PACIFIC COAST 


President Being Hailed 
by Washington Citizens. 


Discourses on American Peo- 
ple---Says They Are Homo- 
geneous and Are All Tarred 
With the Same Stick---Presi- 
dent “Boomer” for the West. 


Seattle, Wash., September 29.—Presi- 
dent Taft reached the Pacific coast to- 
night, just two weeks after his start 
from Boston. When he leaves Seattle 
for Tacoma on Friday afternoon and 
leaves that city at midnight his course 
will be south until Los Angeles is. 
reached, and then comes the turn once 
more to face the rising sun. 

Great Throngs Greeted Taft. 

A great throng waited for the presi- 
dent’at the station and along the bril- 
liantly lighted streets through which 
he passed, and there was cheering at 
every point on the way. The visit to 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition 
will begin at 9:30 a. m. tomorrow, and 
Mr. Taft first will tour the grounds. 
After luncheon he wtlil make an ad- 
dress in the Natural amphitheater. The 
president also will speak at a bgn- 
quet at the exposition grounds during 
the evening, so his entire day will be 
devoted to the fair. 

The president on his way to Seattle 
passed through another section which 
displayed its marvels in the way of 
fruit raising. At North Yakima, 
where he passed the entire forenoon 
and made an address, the president saw 
one of the oldest irrigated fruit dis- 
tricts in the far west. The great yield 
of apples especially attracted his at- 
tention. 

The presidente met an old Cincinnati 
sweetheart at North Yakima. She is 
Mrs. Betty Hodges, formerly Miss 
Betty Evans, and Mr. Taft was best 
man at her weddfng. The president 
told of the meeting in the course of his 
speech. 

HOMOGENITY OF AMERICANS. 
AT NORTH YAKIMA 

The president's brief speech dwelt 
upon how impressively the homogenity 
of the American people had — been 
brought home to him. 

“We all wear the same clothes;’ he 
said, “even to the latest fashions in 
the bonnets of the ladies; we all speak 
the same language, and have the same 
ideas and aspirations. One of the 
things that strikes one going around 
the country is the éxactly similar atti- 
tude the people all occupy toward the 
questions that affect them in the same 
way—not toward the same question, 
but toward those issues toward which 
they have the game relation. 

“In the indignation of gentlemen of 
the range states with reference to free 
hides, you have a counterpart in North 
Carolina; for instance, where they are 
distinctly in favor of $2 lumber, not 
as a protective tariff, of course, but’— 
and the president spoke with great 
gravity—‘“in order that the revenues 
of the government may be maintained. 

“And so it goes. The American na- 
ture is the same, and is affected in 
the same way; affected not only by 
pecuniary and mercantile considera- 
tions, but also by higher sentiments, 
and by looking at the country-at-large 
and her interests in the Same way.”

To Connect Milledgeville 
and Covington. 


Route and Return by Another. 


Milledgeville, Ga., September 29.— 
(Special.)—Sam Evans, James L. Sibley 
and his son, James, have just returned 
from a trip to Covington. They left at 
8:15 this morning, returning at 6:30 to- 
night. At Patonton, Thad Green joined 
the party. The purpose of the trip was 
to try out, on the same day, with 
weather conditions the same, the two 
routes to Atlanta, one by Madison and 
Secial Circle to Covington, the other by 
Godfrey, Pennington, Broughton, Mans- 
field to Covington, Eatonton being the 
point at which the routes separate. 

Stops were made at Eatonton, Madi- 
son and Covington, going, and at Mans- 
field returning. 

The round trip of 128 miles was made 
without a mishap. 

The citizens of Covington are will- 
ing to 46 any reasonable thing to make 
sure of the Savannah-Atlanta route 
passing through that county. They 
will make the road all that can be 
asked, either by Social Circle or by 
Mansfield, in their county. 

The people of Madison are all anxious 
for the route, and the people of Mans- 
field are enthusiastic. It was almost im- 
possible to decide which of these routes 
was the better. Both will permit of 
splendid time. Any car and driver can 
make the run over either route with- 
out: going out of the high gear or 
welting a wheel. 

Vote Taken on Route. 

On polling the occupants of the car, 
Mr. Evans and James Sibley, Jr., voted 
by way of Madison; Mr. Sibley favored 
Mansfield, Pennington and Godfrey. Mr. 
Green hesitated for some ttme, but 
voted for Madison and Social Circle. 
Mr. Sibley thinks the route might. as 
well be decided by Madison ad Social 
Circle for this year, as it will include 
another county seat, but believed in 
years to come it will go the other way. 
The route by Madison is only about 8 
miles longer. 

Official Inspection Trip. 

The official route will be selected 
and announced by the Savannah Auto- 
mobile Club, which will send out an 
expert investigating committee, who 
will make a detailed study of the routes, 
and imediately upon their return, an- 
nouncement of the route selected will 
be made. 


HON. JAMES L. SIBLEY 
WRITES OF HIS TRIP 

Editor Constitution: On my return 
last night from a try-out of that sec- 
tion of the Savanneh-Atlanta route 
that Mes between Eatonton and Cov- 
ington (to determine if the best route 
was by Madison and Social Circle or 
by Mansfield, Broughton, Pennington, 
Godfrey) I saw in your paper that in a 
few days, perhaps this week, a scout- 
ing rity. would come up from Savan- 
nab for the same purpose, or rather to 
decide between. this, the old capital 
route, and the route by way of Au- 
gusta and Athens. 

I wish to supplement the remraks 
made last night to your correspondent 
by saying that I found the three coun- 
ties of Putnam, Morgan and Newton 
simply waiting to have this link of 
the course between Eatonton and Cov- 
ington settled; when they are willing 
to immediately put the road in fine 
condition. 

I have nevér seen a better spirit 
shown than in Covington. I happened 
to first meet J. H. Echols, Mayor 
Charles G. Smith and Mr. Nat 8. Tur- 
ner. These gentiemen stated that 
Newton county was simply waiting to 
know what was wanted, that they 
were ready to work either the road to 
Social] Circle and Madison or the one 
to Mansfield, and they added, when 
told that the road would mostly need 
scraping, that the three men present 
stood ready, if necessary, to put up 
$300 to have the work done if the 
county forces could not do it. 

At Mansfield we saw Mr. A. L. Al- 
man, one of the road commissioners 
of Newton county.-. He said, “I, of 
course, prefer the road to come through 
Mansfield. We have a town here that 
ten years ago only paid taxes on $10,- 
000 worth of property and now it re- 
turns over $300,000, but, as one of the 
commissioners and as a citizen of New- 
ton county, I want to say if the route 
touches this county at any point we) 
will do all that can be done to make 
it as-good as possible by the day of 
the contest.”’ 

As was stated in my interview of 
last night, either of the routes from 
Eatonton to Covington by way of Madi- 
son and Social Circle or by Godfrey, 
Pennington, Broughton, Mansfield and 
Dixie to @ovington will make a splen- 
did road. We had to pol] those in the 
car last night to decl@e wifich should 
be recommended. The vote showed 
two for Madison, one for Godfrey and 
one undecided. We finally settled on 
the’ Madison route because it included 
a county seat and roads that were 
more important to Morgan county and 
because the time is short: Those in 
the car were Mr. Sam Evens, owner: 
my son, James, at tne wheel; Mr. Thad 
Green, of Eatonton, and myself. 

I wish to say to automobile drivers 
that I have driven from Savannah to 
Milledgeville and from this point to 
Covington and that if the proper roads 
are taken I believe that with the ex- 
ception of holding up for a few smal! 
streams, a well-tuned-up car can now 
make the run from Covington to Sa- 
vannah on the high gear without a 
shift for grades. 

Thie route is going to be eventually 
the most remarkable in the state, con- 
sidering the distance and the country 
traversed. You can now go from Cov- 
ington to Eatonton by Social Circle 
and Madison with practically dry 
wheels, and if when you cross the 
Alcovy river after leaving Covington 
you take the third road to the right, 
going to Mansfield by way of Dixie 
and on to Broughton, Pennington, God- 
frey and Eatonton you only go through 
two small branches, and we practically 

e 42 miles yesterday on the 
high gear Cad!llac 30. One hundred and 
twenty-eight miles without a moment's 
trouble was yesterday's run.

And Herbert Lytle, Famous 
Auto Driver, Is Badly Injured. 
All Records Smashed in Spite 
of the Loss of Life---Lytle 
May Die From Hurts. 


Riverhead, L. I., September 29.—The 
smashing of every existing American 
record for automobile racing on the 
open road, and a spill which cost the 
life of a mechanician, James Bates, 
and serious injufies to Herbert Lytle, 
a well-known racing driver, marked 
the running today of the Long Island 
Automobile Derby. The event was a 
stock-car sweepstakes, and was run 
over 22 miles of hitherto untried road 
at ythe eastern extremity of Long 
Island, between Riverhead and Matti- 


tuck. 
The Casualtics. 

The casualties were caused by the 
skidding of the Apperson car, driven 
by Lytle, as it neared an easy bend in 
the road 2 miles west of Mattituck. 
Lytle and Mechanician Bates had com- 
pleted less than two-thirds of the first 
lap, when the sixty-horse power en- 
gine, tearing down a slight declivity 
at a rate of 65 miles an hour, sud- 
denly lurched to one side into deep 
Sand and overturned. 

Lytle shot clear of the car and land- 
ed 20 feet away, on his back. Bates, 
however, clung to the machine, and 
was crushed under it as it turned 
turtle. Bates died an hour later, but 
Lytle was able to recognize his wife 
and baby, who were hurried to his 
bedside at the hospital immediately, 
after the accident, and tonight there 
is hope of his recovery. 

The racing throughout was the fast- 
est ever witnessed in open-road con- 
tests in this country. In the class for 
Cars selling at $1,25!) to $2,500 five 
laps, 113.75 miles, Louis Chevrolet, in 
a Buick, won, in ! hour 37 minutes 
and 363-10 seconds, breaking all rec- 
ords for the class. His speed averaged 
slightly in excess of 70 miles an hour. 

Finishing second to Chevrolet in this 
class, Robert Burman, also driving a 
Buick, covered the distance in 1 hour 
46 minutes and 21-2 seconds, or at a 
rate of 64 miles an hour. 

Over 63 Miles an Hour. 

In the class for cars selling from 
$2.000 to $3,000, the only entry, a 
Sharp-Arrow, driven by W. H. Sharp, 
averaged 63 miles an hour, covering 
136.5 miles in 2 hours 9 minutes and 2 
seconds. 

Almost as fast time was made,by 
the winner in the class for cars selling 
for $4,000 and over, Ralph de Palma, 
driving a Fiat, who finished the 227.5 
miles in 3 hours 38 minutes and 35 
seconds, which is an average of 62.35 
miles an hour. ; 

The winner in the class for cars sell- 
ing from %3,000 to $4,000, Frank Les- 
cault, driving a Palmer-Singer, also 
averaged better than a mile a minute, 
finishing the I82 miles in 2 jours 59 
minutes and 4 seconds, or at a rate of 
6! miles an hour. 

Even in the small car class for cars 
selling from $850 to $1,250, an aver- 
age of 54 miles an hour was main- 
tained, Arthur See, in a Maxwell, cov- 
ering the 9! miles in # hour 4! min- 
utes and 22 seconds. . 

About ten thousand spectators view- 
ed the races.

Atkinson with reference to the prop- 
erty of Glass, it is stated, led to the 
examination of the body. Drs. Cran- 
ford and Collum, of Dawson, under di- 
rection of the state authorities, per- 
formed the autopsy. .

NO PROH! PARADE 
HEADED BY GRANT 


Says He Led Good 
Government Parade. 


And He Declares He Will Con- 
tinue to Head Such Parades 
Wearing His Uniform---Grant 
Is a Strong Foe of Liquor. 


Washington, September 29.—‘It was 
not a temperance parade, but a dem- 
onstration in favor of godéd government 
and law and order, and I should have 
been derelict in my duty if I had not, 
when requested, headed the parade as 
1 did, and I shall continue, until pro- 
hibited, to do the same thing whenever 
I deem it necessary to advance the 
cause of good government.” 

This is the substance of a statement 
made. by General Frederick D. Grant 
today in answer to a letter sent by 
W. R. Michaelis, of Chicago, a member 
of the executive board of the United 
Societies for Local Self-Government, 
to the secretary of war, criticising 
General Grant for having appeared in 
full untform in a so-called temperance 
parade in that city last Saturday. Gen- 
eral Grant added that there was no 
law, written or unwritten, or regula- 
tion that in any way abridged his 
right to wear his uniform on any oc- 
easion he saw fit and he assumed that 
no official action on the part of the 
war department would be taken in the 
matter.

Judge Anderson Refuses 
Re-continuance. 


dation Not Ready “at 


Time Original Trial Was Set. 
Was Granted Continuance 
Then---Court Will Not Toler- 
ate Further Delay. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 29.— 
Judge Anderson, of the United States 
district court, today refused an appli- 
cation by the department of justice for 
a re-continuagnce of the preliminary 
hearing of Delavan Smith and Charles 
R. Williams, proprietors of The In- 
dianapolis News, who are under in- 
dictment by the federal grand jury of 
the District of Columbia, charged with 
having crimigftally tibeleéd Theodore 
Roosevelt, Douglas Robinson, William 
Nelson Cromwell, Charles P, Taft and 
others by intimating, in published ar- 
ticles, that there ‘was corruption in the 
purchase of the Panama canal zone by 
the United Sf€ates from the two French 


companies. 
Hearing Continued. 

The hearing was continued last June 
until October 11. The government to- 
day asked for a re-continuance until 
after the trial of the publishers of The 
New York World on a similar charge, 
which is set for October 20,in New York 
city. The application was made through 
Charles W. Miller, United States at- 
torney for this district. Attorneys for 
Messrs. Smith and Willlams, who are 
opposing their removal to the District 
of Columbia for trial, protested 
against further delay in the proceed- 
ings, and the court upheld them. 

“You may write to the attorney gen- 
eral,” said Judge Anderson to Mr. Mil- 
ler, “that I will not approve or fur- 
ther delay in this matter.” 

He added that he knew, of course, 
that Stuart McNamare, and attorney 
of the department of justice, specially 
assigned to the Panama libel cases, 
could not be in New York and In- 
dianapolis at the same time, but he 
held Mr. McNamara should: have seen 
to it that The New York World trial 
was postponed until after the Indianap- 
Olis case was concluded. 

“The subject matter involved is the 
same, as I understand it,’’ said the 
judge. “Of course the decisions of the 
New York court have no effect on the 
decision of this court, but it might 
have an effect on the attitude of the 
government in the Indlanapolis case, 
whichever way the New York case was 
decided.” 

Position of Government. 

United States Attorney Miller told 
the court that he had no advice that 
the case against The Indianapolis 
News would be dismissed if The New 
York World trial resulted in the ac- 
quittal of the publishers of that news- 
paper. 

Judge Anderson continued in his rul- 

ing to say that if the government is 
prepared to prosecute The New York 
World on October 20, it should be pre- 
pared to prosecute The Indianapolis 
News on October 11. Messers. Smith 
and Williams, he said, were in custody, 
being under bond, just as if they were 
in jail. The court concluded: 
‘Now, the question is: Here are 
men indicted in the District of Colum- 
bia, the indictment returned some time 
ago, and proceedings begun here. The 
government waits until it is ready to 
proceed and begins proceedings. These 
men are arrested and brought into 
court on a criminal charge. At that 
time nobody was ready, and it went 
over to a later day. Then as the de- 
fendants introduced their testimony 
the government's counsel claimed they 
were surprised. At any rate, they 
wanted time to meet certain maéters. 
They claimed they did not know the 
matters the defendants were going to 
bring up, and the time was fixed al- 
most four months later. Now, the 
court is asked. upon this state of facts 
to indefinitely postpone it, not to any 
particular time, just put it off and 
leave the defendants up in the aifir, 
until the government sees fit to pull 
the string and let them down. I will 
not grant further continuance.”

whether the stockade sentence is void 
because it violates paragraph 9, sec- 
tion !, article |, of the constitution of 
the state. which provides that exces- 
Sive fines shall not be imposed, and 
cruel and unusual punishments shall 
not be inflicted; if it is void because 
of violation of a similar provision of 
the constitution of the United States; 
if it is void because imposed by the 
recorder without granting the defend- 
ant a jury trial: or if it is void because 
it violates various provisions of the 
constitution of the United States, which 
prohibit the abridgment of the priv- 
ilegés and immunities of citizens, and 
Provide that they shall not be deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, and that they shall not 
be denied the equal protection of the 
laws. 

The court of appeals then proceeds 
to describe to the supreme court con- 
ditions at the city stockade, showing 
that the convicts there are shackeled: 
that they are guarded by a man with 
a shotgun; that there is a whipping 
boss, and that theye are “sometimes 
strapped.” In view of these and other 
circumstances cited, the court of ap- 
peals asks if the custody of the pris- 
oner in question, under the circum- 
atances described, is a legal custody. 

Interest attaches to the supreme 
court’s answer to these questions, in- 
asmuch as there have been numerous 
sentences of the same kind; and, while 
the ordinance in question has béen 
upheld by the courts, the question of 
the legality of the limit of punishment 
inflicted under it has not been passed 
upon.

COLLEGE ON WHEELS 


TO RUN NEXT YEAR 


Commissioner Hudson Thinks 
“Educational Special’ Will 
Be Operated. 


According to Commissioner of Agri- 
tulture T. G. Hudson the “Educational 
Special,” or the Agricultural College 
on Wheels, which made such a suc- 
cessful tour of the state in 1908, will 
make a similar tour soon after the 
first of the year. In speaking of this 
Matter Colonel Hudson said: “I am 
heartily in favor of the plan and think 
Dr. Seule and the board of trustees 
of the State Agricultural College will 
@dvocate the plan also.” 

It is expected that the tour will be- 
gin the latter *part of January or 
early in February and will travel con- 
atantly until the latter part of March 
or first of April. 

The .railroads of the state have al- 
Ways cooperated. with the board of 
trustees on these specials and provides 
a special train, which wit mae stops 
at each town and allow brief lectures 
to be made there by some representa- 
tive of the department of agriculture, 
from the corps of professors of the 
Agricultural College and some repre- 
sentative of the Cotton Seed Crushers’ 
Association of Georgia, who will give 
brief talks on the uses and values of 
cotton seed products. 

These last named lectures proved of 
unusual interest in 1908, and as a re- 
sult, according to the statement of 
tags sold by the department of agri- 
culture for cotton seed meal, there was 
a splendid incréase in the afmount of 
cotton seéd meal sold and used as a 
cattle food during the year 1908.

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Revenue Official ‘Alleged to Have Defied State Courts 


Seems to Stand Well with United, 
States Authorities. 


Wearing a radiant smile and extend- 
ing a glad hand, Sheriff Thurman, of 
Dade county, accompanied by Gauger 
Charles E. Stegall, who-had been placed 
in his custody for safe transit to At- 
lanta for surrender to the United States 
court, entered District Attorney Car- 
ter Tate's office yesterday morning, 
Gauger Stegall remarking: 

“We are here, Carter.” 

The district attorney and the gauger 
have long been friends, both having 
lived in the same town for years. 
Sheriff Thurman and Attorney Tate had 
known each other for a long time and 
the meeting was as cordial as was 
the greeting. 

It did not take long for the sheriff 
and the gauger to explain to Colonel 
Tate why they did not reach the city 
Tuesday night when they were exe 
pected. 

“As we understood it,” said the sher- 
iff. “we were directed to be in Atlanta 
Wednesday morning. So when we 
reached Chattanooga Tuesday after- 
noon, we found that we had plenty of 
time to take a view of that city, catch 
a night train and sleep our way to 
Atlanta and yet be in time for appear- 
ance before court.” 

While Judge Newman was consider- 
ing a motion touching the sale by the 
receiver of the Gainegyville Street Rail- 
road Company, Solicitor Tate brought 
the writ against Sheriff Thurman to 
the attention of the court, stating 
that the sheriff and his prisoner, 
Gauger Stegall, were tren in court. 
After a short conference it was found 
satisfactory to the sheriff, the prison- 
er, the district attérney, Collector 
Rucker and all parties concerned to 
have a full and complete hearing be- 
fore Judge Newman Friday morning. 
Bond for Gauger Stegall’s appearance 
was fixed at $1,000, and was perfected 
within a few minutes. Then the par-

room in a@ group, going first to the 
district attorney’s office, where the 
sheriff and the gauger and the district 
attorney and Assistant Henley. who 
have Known each other for  vyears, 
passed a pleasant half-hour living 
over events in their years gone by. 

As the old friends were talking a 
messenger came to Gauger Stegall from 
Collector Rucker’s office, asking his 
presence when he found leisure to call. 
A few minutes later Gauger Stegall 
was with the collector and after the 
situation had been recounted, Collector 
Rucker informed the gauger that he 
had decided to transfer him from a 
gauger’s piace to that of a deputy col- 
lector. The change means quite a pro- 
motion afd carries with it an increased 
pay 

The sheriff and the gauger left the 
building and passed the afternoon 
among friends in the city 

“We will be on hand Friday morn- 
ing before Judge Newman,” said the 
sheriff, “when he indicates that he is 
ready to hear the case.” 

Cc. E. Cureton, owner of the distil- 
lery, it is registered as Nv. 3, was in 
the city, having come to see the re- 
sult ef the inquiry. Mr. Cureton is 
one of the leading citizens of that sec- 
tion of the state. He has been a mem- 
ber of the house of representatives 
and of the state senate and is recog- 
nized as a political quantity in north 
Georgia. He declined to discuss the

Though qypiet 
and not in the least inclined to talk, 
Sheriff Thurman quickly answers al) 
questions put to him touching the case 
in which he now figures s0 promi- 
nently. 

“TIT have been subject to Judge Fite’s 
orders all the way through the StegaN 
case, and if I ever was in contempt of 
court, I did not know it. After serving 
Collector Rucker with the writ issued 
by Judge Fite, I returned to Trenton, 
where the Dade superior court was in 
session.” 

Sheriff Thurman added that he con- 
templated returning home after deliv- 
ering Stegall to the federal authorities, 
but that Judge Newman's order direct- 
ing a hearing before him Friday morn- 
ing prevented his departure from the 
city. 

In reference to his late arrival with 
Stegall, Sheriff Thurman expressed 
surprise that any doubts as to his 
whereabouts should have ever been 
entertained. He stated that he had left 
Trenton on Tuesday morning, and as 
he did not have to appear before thé 
federal court until Wednesday morning 
at 10 o’clock, he arranged a schedule 
that was the most convenient and com- 
fortable to him. He said that he could 
have reahed Atlanta earlier, but that 
he purposely stayéd over in Chatta- 
nooga to catch the sleéper to Atlanta. 
“All that talk about Stegall being lost 
from me i8 not so. Stegall was never 
out of my control, and was always in 
sight of either me or my deputy.”
